David Price, a veteran of the CivilJ 


War and a respected citizen of Bed- 
ford, died at his home, on South 


"Apples Juliana Street on luesday of pneu- 


monia, aged 69 years, seven months 
and eight days. 


Deceased was born in Morrison's 


Cove on July 12, 1842, and was a son 
of Daniel and Catherine Price. 
He 


was united in marriage to Miss Mar- 
tha Weyant, who, with the following 
children, survives.

Pittsburg, Walter S. of Beaver Falls, 
Mrs. John Cramer of Las Vegas, Nev., 
and Mrs. Lillie Chamberlain at home. 
He is also survived by one brother 
and two sisters, Dr. George Price of 
Altoona, Mrs. Joseph Snowden of 
Waterside and Mrs. David Carpenter 
of Roaring Spring. 


Mr. Price was a man of consider- 


able ability and in his earlier days 
was one of the county's school teach- 
ers. He was storekeeper and ganger 
for some years, was Sheriff of Bed- 
ford County for the three 'years end- 
ing in 1894 and at the time of his 
death was deputy internal revenue 
collector, which position he had held 
for a number of years. 


He enlisted in the service of his 


country during the Civil War and 
was woundefi in the battle .at Win- 
chester and was sent to Philadelphia 
and later to New York for treatment. 
He was in numerous battles, includ- 
ing the three days' fight at Gettys- 
burg, where he was complimented 
for good conduct.

I remember 
that seventy-five years ago my fath- 
er's family liyed well, but spent in 
actual cash rarely more than one 
hundred dollars a year. 
We raised 


our own lamb, veal, fowls, eggs, beef, 
vegetables, apples and pears and 
cherries and plums; and with all this 
very nearly all our sugar as well as 
our honey.

Are you numbered among the many 


mothers of this great nation who 
,have boys and girls away at school or 
;college? 
Then you know what a 


'great delight It gives the children to 
•'receive from "Mother" a box of home- 
'cooked things to eat, from, solid 
meats, like turkey and chicken, to the 
frothiest of sweets. 
. Right here, good mother, you will 
•find the paper bag1 a very present 
help. A plump chicken, a small fine 
turkey, bag-roasted and -veil drained 
and popped inside another bag, light- 
ly greased, packs well, can be eaten 
without a qualm, and makes a mighty 
;fine cornerstone for the upbuilding of 
a proper box. 


The box from home is the corner- 


stone of the season's supreme school 
or college "spread." Wherefore, make 
it one to honor alike your child and 
your housewifery. Besides the turkey 
or the chicken, or the brace of ducks, 
'or the nest of smaller birds safe in 
their own gravy, put in cakes, pies, 
tarts, tartlets, sundry small and 
piquant meat turnovers, indeed, the 
'.very choicest things amongst all those 
heretofore set forth as suitable for 
paper bag cooking. 
Make, too, In 


quantity pricked biscuit—they will be 
good much longer than the average 
college boy or girl can keep them. 
. Here are a few candy suggestions 
worth consideration even by a "wo- 
man" freshman—or sophomore. - 
! Fondant, which is the basis of many 
candles, is .variously made; this is as 
good a way as any I have found: To 
each cup of sugar allow a drop ot, 
acetic acid and one-third cup of cold 
water. Cook in a very clean brass or 
'enamel- kettle, stirring constantly, 
until it begins to boil. Wipe off any 
,dry sugar from the sides of the kettle, 
'add the acid, cover the kettle 
.cook without further stirring at gentlq 
'heat until the syrup, dropped in cold 
,water, forms a soft ball. Pour out 
!then. In a Cattish dish, wet with very 
:cold water. 
When 'cool, not cold, 


:Work with a paddle back and fortlj 
until white and creamy,-then put In 
something deep, cover with a clean 
damp cloth, and set away to ripen. 
'This formula Is adapted .from obser- 
vation in a famous candy .factory, 
where .huge tubs of fondant 
stood 


month ~ after month until the trained 
.sense of the heads "said It was just 
•right for use. 
When ready to use, 


cut out a good lump, put In an earthen 
vessel and liquefy over boiling water, 
Then flavor and color to taste, and 
either dip into it blanched nuts, dates, 
figs or crystallized 
fruit or 
smalj 


rounds of hard fondant. After the 
first dipping, set them upon a wire, 
rack over a bowl to drain and harden. 
Dip a second time If you want the 
candies very superior. If there is not 
time for this, roll while still soft in 
powdered sugar and set on waxed, pa- 
per to .dry and' harden. 


Fondant thiis liquid, colored pink, 


green or yellow, flavored with mint 
and dropped from a spoon-tip upon 
waxed paper, makes delectable mint 
cream. Any other flavor can be used 
Instead of mint. With orange or lemon 
flavor, after 
dropping the creams, 


sprinkle while still, soft with finely 
ground nuts, or stick a tiny bit of 
cocoanut in the center. Cocoanut cut 
to shape and cream nuts, shelled 
whole, make fine candies if they are 
.first covered with stiff fondant and 
then dipped in the melted stuff, which 
has been made rich with chocolate. 
Here, as elsewhere, put in a very 
little brandy with the chocolate, as a 
means of accenting its flavor. 


Fruit squares are good. 
To make 


[them, take equal quantities of seeded 
raisins, well chopped dates cut small, 
figs steamed and cut up fine, shred- 
ded citron, shredded candied peel, 
shredded fresh cocoanut and shred- 
ded blanched almonds. Stir all well 
together and spread without packing

The One In Which Henry of Navarre 


Was Assassinated. 


As regards the history of coaches in 


Prance, Henry IV. was assassinated in 
1610. 
Soon after his death some en- 


gravings were published representing 
Mm being murdered in his carriage by 
Ravaillac. It is from these that we 
get a fair idea of the coaches. 


They are simply square boxes, meas- 


uring by scale six feet In length by 
three and a half feet in width, on four 
wheels of the same diameter, without 
any spring or straps and seating six 
persons In all—namely, two with theirt 
backs -to the horses, two facing them 
and two more, one on each side of the 
two "boots" at the side. Bach vehicle 
had a roof resting on light columns and 
curtains to draw or to letdown. 


This agrees well with the received 


accounts of the incident, according to 
one version of which-Henry rode In an 
open carriage, and according to anoth 
er that as soon as. the fatal blow was 
delivered by the assassin the Icing's at 
tendant who rode with him In the car 
riage drew the curtains and, hiding the 
king from public view, assured the eti 
raged people that he was only wound 
ed.—London Notes and Queries.

tireth?" afterward acknowledging that 
out of Nazareth came "the Son of God, 
the King of Israel" (John i, 46, 49). 
He came to Jordan, river of judgment, 
yet there was nothing In Him to be 
judged. Others were baptized of John, 
confessing their sins, but He had no 
sins to confess. We do not wonder 
that John said to Him, "I have need 
to be baptized of Thee, and comest 
Thou to me?" But our Lord's "Suffer 
it to be so now" has helped many a 
humble follower to submit to seeming- 
ly unnecessary things that the right- 
eousness of God might be seen in them 
and others _ won to Him. 
This and 


that other saying, "About My Father's 
business," His two first recorded ut- 
terances, are good for all of us in our 
dally life. As He came up out of the 
•water something happened from the 
skies—the heavens were opened, and 
the Father testified, "Thou art My be- 
loved Son, In whom I am well pleased." 
At the saineltime the Spirit of God de- 
'scended In bodily shape like a dove 
upon Him. The Father had told John 
that It would be so, and John bare rec- 
ord that He was the Son of God (John 
1, 33, 34). The one who sent John also 
testified that the one on whom the 
Spirit would descend and remain would 
Himself baptize with the Holy Spirit. 
Then what hinders us thus to be bap- 
tized? Luke tells us that Jesus was 
praying when the heavens were open- 
ed. He seems to have prayed always 
and about everything and sometimes 
all night. 
He fasted too. Is that 


where we fail? 
Consider the other 


six places where we read of the heav- 
en being opened and always see Him- 
self. Consider well every place where, 
as here, the Father, Son and Holy 
Spirit are seen or mentioned, as In 
Matt, xxviil, 19; II Cor. xlil, 14; 
Heb. Ix, 14. See in John xiv, 17, 23, 
how the Spirit and the Father and 
the Son make the bodies of believers 
their abode or mansion and to their 
"Whom shall I send, and who will go 
for us?" Let us gladly answer, "Here 
am I; send me," remembering His 
words, "As My Father hath sent Me, 
even so send I you" (Isa. Yi, 8; John 


£, 21). 
When Spirit filled we may den ex- 


pect to be specially attacked by the 
devil. As our representative He was 
•led by the Spirit into the wilderness 
to be tempted of the devil. Both Mark 
and Luke say that He was forty days 
tempted of the devil. Matthew and 
Luke say that He fasted forty days 
and forty nights; that He did eat noth- 
ing. Thus did Moses on two occasions 
and Elijah once, and these three we 
find on the Mount of Transfiguration, 
and we hear them speak of the devil's 
most awful piece of work, the death of 
Jesus. He is the fearful adversary of 
God and man and has been at work 
as such ever since he deceived and 
conquered Adam and Eve, and he will 
not cease till he shall be shut up in the 
pit for 1,000 years As the devil tempt- 
ed Eve on the line of the lust of the 
flesh, the lust of the eyes and the pride 
of life (I John il, 16) and won the day, 
so he tempted the Lord Jesus, but was 
defeated.

ate the forbidden fruit 
The Lord Je- 


sus, having fasted forty days and be- 
ing hungry, yet overcame by the
